I mean the discoveries of 
the Jesuit fathers in New Mexico, 
Arizona and California.

thousands of the wildest tales told

these adventurous souls once m ale, 
and were 
working when tho Apa- j 
d ies arose and nearly exterm inated 
them. 
“ As early as 1751 the Jesuits built 
the mission called Tumacacori, tho 
ruins of which are still standing in a 
valley west of Santa Cruz. 
This 
structure was over IO) feet long and 
about fifty feet wide. 
Tho Jesuits 
had discovered a wonderfully rich 
mine near by, and had taken out a 
great amount of treasure, which, for 
security they had placed under the 
protection of the presidio of Altar.

however, appropriated 
it to his own use. 
The Jesuits ap­

Jesuits built this mission and a num­ 
ber of rude sm elting furnaces, being 
determined to m elt and keep their 
own gold. 
“They kept up their mining and 
sm elting operations until 1802. They 
then sent fortunes to their European 
brethren, and are reported to have 
buried simply fabulous sums in a 
neighboring mountain. 
There is no 
question about their having worked 
some gold property, for the smelters 
and debris can still be seen, and in 
quantities which 
argue 
extensive 
operations. 
“In the spring of 1802, however, 
the Apaches swept down upon tho 
mission, killed every padre and this 
treasure book of nature was sealed. 
In 1817 Dionsino Robles,a courageous 
inhabitant of the town 
of Rayon, 
fitted up an expedition of 20) men 
and went to 
Ute buried treasure 
and lost mineSk 
The country was 
simply swarming with savages, and 
but few of the survivros ever re­ 
turned. 
Since then there have been 
innumerable attem pts to find them, 
but so far without success. 
I’ll tell 
you, the Apache is entitled to con­ 
sideration for the manner in which 
he has guarded the treasures of his 
native land against a numerous and 
superior race. 
He still makes seek­ 
ing for these mines decidedly risky 
business.”

T. DeW itt Talmage, D. I)., who is now 
V is itin g the south, has selected as the 
subject of to-day’s sermon. ‘‘Unappre­ 
ciated Services.’' The text being taken 
from 2 Cor. ll : xxxiii, “ Through a 
window, in a basket, w a s I let down 
by the wall.” 
Damascus is a city of w hite and glis­ 
tening architecture sometimes called 
“ the eye of the east,” sometimes called 
“ a pearl surrounded by emeralds, at 
one time distinguished for swords of 
th e best m aterial 
called Damascus 
blades, and upholstery of richest fabric 
called damasks. 
A horseman by the 
nam e of Paul, riding tow ard this city, 
had been throw n from the saddle, j 
T he horse had dropped under a flash j 
from the sky, which at the same time 
w as so bright it blinded the rider for 
m any days, and I think so permanent- j 
ly injured his eyesight th a t this de- I 
feet of vision became the thorn iu the 
flesh 
he afterw ard speaks of. 
He 
started for Damascus to butcher Chris- ; 
tians, b u t after th a t hard fall from his j 
horse he was a changed man and 
preached Christ in Damascus till tile 
cit}’ was shaken to its foundation. 
Tile mayor gives authority for his 
arrest, and the popular cry is, “ Kill 
him! 
Kill him!” 
The city is sur­ 
rounded by a high wall, and the gates 
are watched by the police lest the 
Cilician preacher escape. 
Many of the 
houses are built on the wall, and their 
balconies projected clear over and 
hovered above the gardens outside. 
I t was custom ary to lower baskets out 
of these balconies and pull up fruits 
and flowers from the gardens. 
To this 
day visitors a t the monastery of Mount 
Sinai are lifted and let down 
in 
baskets. 
Detectives prowled around 
from house to house looking for Paul, 
b u t his friends hid him now in one 
place, now in another. 
lie is no 
coward, as fifty incidents in his life 
dem onstrate. 
But he feels his work is 
not done vet, and so he evades assas­ 
sination. 
“ Is th a t preacher here?” 
the foaming mob shout at one house 
door. 
“ Is th a t 
fanatic here?” the 
police shout at another house door. 
Sometimes on the street incognito he 
passes through a crowd of clenched 
fists, and sometimes he secretes him ­ 
self on the house-top. 
At last the 
infuriated populace get on sure track 
of him. 
They have positive evidence 
th a t he is in the house of one of the 
Christians, the balcony of whose home 
reaches over the wall. 
“ H«re he is! 
Here he is!” 
The vociferation and 
blaspherry and howling of the pur­ 
suers are a t the front door. 
They 
break in. 
“Fetch out th a t gospelizer, 
and let us hang his head on the city 
gate. 
Where is he?” 
The emergency 
was terrible. Providentially there was 
a good stout basket in the house. 
P aul’s friends fasten 
a rope to the 
basket. 
Paul steps into it. 
The bas­ 
k et is lifted to the edge of the balcony 
on the wall, and then while Paul holds 
on to the rope with both hands his 
friends lower away, carefully and cau­ 
tiously, slowly b u t surely, 
further 
down and further down, until the 
basket strikes the 
earth and 
the 
apostle steps out and afoot and alone 
starts on th a t famous missionary tour, 
the story of w hich has astonished earth 
and heaven. 
Appropriate entry 
in 
Paul's diary of travels: 
“Through a 
window in a basket was I let down 
by the wall.” 
Observe, first, on w hat a slender ten­ 
ure great results hang. 
The ropc- 
m aker who twisted th a t cord fastened 
to th a t lowering basket never knew 
how 
much 
would depend on the 
strength of it. 
How if it had been 
broken arid the apostle’s life had been 
dashed out? 
W hat would have be­ 
come of the Christian church? 
All 
th a t mn gni ti cent missionary work in 
Pamphylia. Cnppadocia, Galatia, .Mace­ 
donia, would never have been accom­ 
plished. All his w ritings th a t make up 
so indispensable and enchanting a part 
of the New Testam ent would never 
have been written. 
The story of res­ 
urrection would never have been so 
gloriously told as he told it. 
T hat ex­ 
ample of heroic and trium phant en­ 
durance at Philippi, in the Mediter­ 
ranean en ro d yd on, under flagellation 
and a t his beheading would not have 
kindled the courage of ten thousand 
martyrdoms. 
But the rope holding 
th a t basket, how much depended on 
it! 
So again and again great results 
have hung on w hat seemed slender 
circumstances. 
Did ever a ship of many thousand 
tons crossing the sea have such im­ 
p o rta n t passenger as had once a boat 
of leaves, from taffrail to stern only 
three or four feet, the vessel made 
w aterproof bv a coat of bitumen and 
floating on the Nile w ith the infant 
law giver of the •Tews on boaid . 
\N hat 
if some crocodile should crunch it? 
W hat if some of the cattle w ading in 
for a drink should sink it? 
Vessels of 
w ar sometimes carry forty guns looking 
through the portholes, ready to open 
battle" 
But th a t tiny craft on the 
N ile sk ein s to be armed with all the 
guns of thunder th a t bom baidcd Sinai 
a t the law -giving. 
On how fragile 
craft soiled how much of historical 
importance! 
The parsonage a t Epw orth, England, 
is on fin* in the night, and the father 
rushed through the hallw ay for the 
rescue of his children. Seven children 
are ou t and safe on the ground, but 
one remains in the consuming building, j 
T h a t one wakes, and finding his bed i 
on fire and the building crumbling, j 
comes to the window, and tw o peasants j 
m ake a ladder of their bodies, one j 
peasant standing on t h e 'shoulder of 
th e other, and down the human ladder ( 


the boy descends—John Wesley. 
If 
you would know how much depended 
on th a t ladder of peasants ‘ask the 
millions of Methodists on both sides of 
the sea. 
Ask their mission stations all 
round the world. 
Ask the hundreds 
of thousands already ascended to join 
their founder, who would have per­ 
ished but for the living stair of peas­ 
ants' shoulders. 
An English ship stopped at Pitcairn 
Island, and rig h t in the midst of sur­ 
rounding cannibalism and squalor, the 
passengers discovered a Christian col­ 
ony of churches and schools and beau­ 
tiful homes and highest style of re­ 
ligion and civilization. 
For fifty years 
no missionary and no Christian influ­ 
ence had landed there. 
Why this oasis 
of light amid a desert of heathendom? 
Sixty years before, a ship had met dis­ 
aster, and one of the sailors, unable to 
save anything cise. w e n t‘to his trunk 
and took out a Bible which his mother 
had placed there, and swam ashore, 
the Bible held in his teeth. 
Tile book 
was read on all sides until the rough 
and vicious population were evange­ 
lized, and a church was started, and 
an enlightened commonwealth estab­ 
lished, and the world's history has no 
more brilliant page than th a t which 
tells of the transform ation of a nation 
by one book. 
It did not seem of much 
im portance w hether the sailor con­ 
tinued to hold the book in his teeth or 
let it fall in the breakers, but upon 
w hat small circumstance 
depended 
I w hat mighty results!

There are no 
insignificances in our lives. 
The min­ 
utest thing is part of a magnitude.

strong and true, for you know not 
how much may depend on your w ork­ 
manship. 
If you fashion a boat let it 
be 
water-proof, 
for 
you 
know 
not 
who 
may 
sail 
in i t 
If 
you put a Bible in the trunk of your 
boy as he noes from home, let it be 
heard in your prayers, for it may have 
a mission as far-reaching as the book 
which the sailor carried in his teeth 
to the Pitcairn beach. 
Tile plainest 
man's life is an island between two 
eternities — eternity 
past 
rippling 
against his shoulders, eternity to come 
touching his brow. 
The casual, the 
accidental, th a t which merely hap­ 
pened so, are parts of a great plan,and 
the rope th at lets the fugitive apostle 
from the Damascus wall is the cable 
th a t holds to its mooring the ship of 
the church in the northeast storm of 
the centuries. 
! 
Again, notice unrecognized and un­ 
recorded 
services. 
IV ho spun th a t i 
rope? 
Who tied it to the basket? 
Who steadied tile illustrious preacher 
as he stepped into it? 
Who relaxed 
not a muscle of the arm or dismissed 
an anxious look from his face until 
the basket touched the ground and 
discharged its magnificent cargo? Not 
one of their names has come to us, but 
there was no work doue th a t day in 
Damascus or in all the earth compared 
w ith the importance of their work. 
W hat if they had in their agitation 
tied a knot th a t could slip? 
W hat if 
the sound of the mob a t the door had 
led them to say: 
“Paul must take 
care of himself, and we will take care 
of ourselves.” 
No, no! 
They held the 
rope, and in doing so did more for the 
Christian church than any thousand of 
us will ever accomplish. But God knows 
and has made eternal record of their 
undertaking. And they know How ex­ 
u ltan t they must have felt when they 
read Ii is letters to the Romans, to the 
Corinthians, to the Galatians, to the 
Ephesians, to the PhiliDpians, to the 
Colossians, to the Thessalonians, to 
Timothy, to Titus, to Philemon, to the 
Hebrews, and when they heard how 
lie walked out of prison w ith the 
earthquake unlocking the door for 
him, and took command of the Alexan­ 
drian corn ship when the sailors were 
nearly scared to death, and preached 
a sermon th a t nearly shook Felix off 
his judgm ent seat. 
I hear the men 
and women who helped him down 
through the window and over the wall 
talking in private over the m atter and 
saying: 
“ How’ glad I am th a t we ef­ 
fected th a t rescue! 
In coming times 
others may get the glory of Paul’s 
work, but no one shall rob us of the 
satisfaction of knowing th a t we held 
the rope.” 
There are said to be about 09,000 
ministers of religion in this country. 
About 50,000 I w arrant came from 
early homes which had to struggle for 
the necessaries of life. 
The sons of 
rich bankers - nil m erchants generally 
: become bankers and merchants. 
The 
most of those who become ministers 
are the sons of those who had terrific 
struggle to get their everyday bread. 
The collegiate and theological educa­ 
tion of th a t son took every luxury 
from 
the parental table for eight 
years. 
The other children were more 
scantily appareled. 
The son a t col­ 
lege every little while got a bundle 
from home. 
In it were the socks th at 
m other had knit, sitting up late at 
night, her sight not as ©rood as once it 
was. 
And there also were some deli­ 
cacies from the sister's hand for the 
voracious appetite of a hungry student. 
Tho years go by, and the son has 
been ordained and is preaching the 
glorious gospel, and a great revival 
comes, and souls by scores and hun­ 
dreds accept the gospel from the lips 
of th a t young preacher, and father and 
mother, quite old now, are visiting the 
son a t the village parsonage, and at 
the close of a Sabbath of m ighty bless­ 
ing, father and m other retire to their 
: room, the son lighting the way and 


I asking them if he can do anything to 
i make them more comfortable, saying 
• if they w ant anything in the night 
just to knock on the wall. 
And then 
all alone father and mother talk over 


the gracious influences of the day, and 
say: 
“ Well, it was worth all we went 
through to educate th a t bo}’! 
It. was 
a hard pull, but we held on till the 
work was done. 
The world may not 
know it, but, motlier,we held the rope, 
didn’t we?” 
And the voice, tremulous 
with joyful emotion, responds: 
“ Yes, 
father; we held tile rope. 
I feel my 
work is done. Now. Lord, leftest thou 
thy servant depart in peace, for mine 
eyes 
have 
seen 
thy 
salvation. 
“ Pshaw!” says the father, “ I never 
felt so much like living in my life as 
now. 
I want to see w hat th at fellow is 
going on \o do. lie has begun so well.” 
O, men and women here assembled, 
j-ou brag sometimes how 3011 have 
fought 3’our way in the world, but I 
think there have been helpful influences 
that 3rou have never fully acknowl­ 
edged. 
Has there not been some in­ 
fluence in your early or present home 
th at the world can notsee? Docs there 
not reach to you from among the New 
England hills or from western prairies, 
or 
from 
southern 
plantation, 
or 
from English or Scottish or Irish home, 
a cord of influence th a t has kept you 
right 
when 
you would have gone 
astray, and 
which, 
after you had 
made a crooked track, recalled you? 
The rope may be as long as thirty 
3’oars or 
500 miles 
long or 
3,000 
miles long, b u t hands th at w ent out 
of m ortal sight long ago still hold 
the rope. 
You w ant a very swift 
horse, and you need to rowel him with 
sharpest spurs, and to let the reins 
lie loose upon the neck, and to give a 
shout to a racer, if you are going to 
ride out of reach of your mother's 
prayers. AVliy, a ship crossing the At­ 
lantic in seven da3’s can’t sail away 
from them! 
A sailor finds them on the 
lookout as he takes his place, and finds 
them on the m ast as he climbs the rat­ 
lines to disentangle a rope in the 
tempest, and finds them swinging on 
the hammock when he turns in. 
Wh3’ 
not be frank and acknowledge it—the 
most of us would long ago have been 
dashed to pieces bad not gracious and 
loving hands steadily and lovingly aud 
mightily held the rope. 
But there m ust come a time when 
we shall find out who these Damascenes 
were who lowered Paul in the basket, 
and greet them and all those who have 
rendered to God and the world un­ 
recognized and unrecorded services. 
T hat is going to be one of the glad ex­ 
citements of heaven—the hunting up 
and picking out of those who did great 
good on earth and got no credit for it. 
Here the church has been going on 
nineteen centuries, and this is probably 
the first sermon ever recognizing the 
services of the people in th a t llamas- ! 
cus balcony’. 
Charles G. Finney said 
to a dydng Christian, “Give my love to 
St. Paul when yon meet him.” 
When 
you and I meet him, as we will, I shall 
ask him to introduce me to those people 
who got him out of the Damascene 
peril. 
Once for thirty-six hours we expected 
every mom ent to go to the bottom of 
the ocean. 
The waves struck through 
the skylights and rushed down into 
the hold of the ship and hissed against 
till* boilers.
